The high spot of the disorder was 
reached Sunday afternoon, begin­ 
ning in York street, the riot center, 
and spreading to the “Sandy Row’’ 
district.

Other fires were checked by police 
and troops who routed the mob be­ 
fore they could carry out their plan 
of destruction. Two companies of a 
border regiment moved into Belfast 
and went on guard duty, lining the 
small back .streets in the York street 
area, their bayonets shilling in the 
sun.
